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ALBERTA MP. IS 


C. A. Magrath, Member For Medi- 
cine Hat a Man of Peace—Is 
Here on Railway Matters. 


The town of Carbon, northeast of 
Calgary, had its cause pleaded be- 
fore the Alberta government on Mon- 
day by C. A, Magrath M.P. for .ue 
Médicine Hat constituency, in which 
Caroon is situated. Mr. Magrath 
some time ago made a complaint to 
the Department of Railways at Otta- 
wa, that the branch lines running 
into Calgary from the G.T.P. and C. 
N. R. main lines to the north, ran 
too close together and cotisequently 
did not feed as large a territory as 
they might, The result was that Hon. 
Geo. P. Graham, minister of rail- 
Ways, directed that the ‘branch lines 
should be compelled to ‘spread out as 
much as possible. This order also 
included the provision that the C.N. 
R. line should run to Carbon unless 
there were engineering difficulties to 
prevent it. 

“As yet the line has not run to Uar- 
bon” said Mr. Magrath, ‘‘and | 
want to learn whether the engineer- 
ing difficulties are too great or what 
is the cause. I think the Alberta 
government should appoint a railway 
engineer who could look over the 
ground and make u report on matters 
of this kind, and many other matters 
which are bound to come up for con- 
sideration. I have asked the Premier 
to see whether Carbon could not get 
some redress and he said he would 
have the matter investigated.” 

Opposes Naval Policy. 

In Mr. Magroth the Canadian Par- 
liament finds a member wie is ivi 
in accord with the policy of establish- 
ing a Canadian navy. To a Bulletin 
representative he expressed himself 
as determinedly opposed to the t- 
titugle which has been adopted by the 
govegnment and when the question 
comes up in parliament he will take 
issue with it. 

His opinion is pronounced that the 
establishment of a new navy 18 4 
short-sighted policy. He is a man 
of peace and he believes that the 
trend of opinion throughout the civi- 
lized world is towards universal peace.

amongst the powers may 
different from what it is today. 
Canadian navy, ten 
might be a white elephant. If the 
busiding of a navy is begun by Can- 
ada, in ten years the expenditure will 
have increased s0 enormously that we 
will not know where we are at. Be- 
sides, air ships will have reached so 
near verfection that vessels of war 
may be out of date. Mr. Margrath 
contends that in view of the fact 
that Britain can build war ships and 
maintain them at so much less than 
Canada could hope to do, the Domin- 
jon should offer Great Britain a con- 
tribution of perhaps ten million dol- 
lars a year, with the arrangement 
that if Canada changed her attitude 
at the end of some stated period, say 
ten ars, the British government 
should return to the Dominion the 
value of her contribution in ships or 
armament. 

Mr, Magrath has spent most of the 
summer in Ottawa studying the im- 
migration question, and will have 
some matters to lay before parliament 
next session.

Therefore, without excusing the in- 
temperate language in which he has 
allowed himself to indulge, I under- 
stand the sentiments which Com- 
mander Peary must have felt at that 
tragic moment, when, returning to 
the inhabited world, filled with the 
pride of having in a supreme effort 
realized the dream of his whole life, 
he suddenly found that it had been 
wrested from him by another man, 
younger than himself, who, to a cer- 
tain extent was his disciple.”

Alberta’s University Leads America 
in Number of Students in Second 
Year After Establishment.

An enrolment ninety-nine 
dents up to yesterday «wfternoon 
the record which has been made by 
the University of Alberta. 

“J do not think there another 
university in Canada, and probably 
not on the continent of America, 
that can show such an attendance in 
the second year of its establishment,” 
said Dr. Tory to the Bulletin yester- 
day. “The university began with 
less than fifty students, which was in 


itself a record, and by the beginning 
of the second year it has doubled 
its attendance. I have not made an 
estimate as to the different faculties 
the stud@fits have entered, but I think 
they are well distributed. Of course, 
when the faculty of agriculture is 
ready for students, I have every rea: 
son to believe that the increase will 
be all the greater. This has been the 
case in the faculties of agriculture 
in the leading universities of the 
United States, where almost invari- 
ably the students taking the course 
in agriculture far out-number those 
in the other courses.” 

Asked as to the work of construc 
tion on the buildings on the Univer- 
sity grounds at Strathcona, Dr. Tory 
said that the work has progressed 
very favorably and that the exeava- 
tions are practically completed. It 
is the expectation to have the founda- 
tions placed this fall, so as to pfo- 
ceded with the building of the super- 
structure early next spring. 

Dr. Tory left this morning for Leth- 
bridge and Medicine Hat, where he 
is arranging university extension 
courses similar to those which have 


is 


been introduced in other parts of the) 


province Dr. Tory explained that 
during the months in which univer- 
sity classes are being held in Strath- 
cona the professors will take turns in 
visiting the cities and tuwns through- 
oat the province where the idea of 
extension lectures has proved popu- 
lar, In this way the university will 
not only be an advantage to those 
who attend the seat of learning, but 
its educational advantages may be 
extended to all parts of the province.

Until duly authorized 
proposals for the location of dry- 
docks with the attending subsidy of 
three per cent per annum of the total 
cost are laid before the government, 
nothing can ‘be definitely stated as to 
what the outsome of the present ne- 
gotiations will be.

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CANADA'S TRADE RETURNS. 


First Half of Current Fiscal Year 
Sitows Increases. 
Ottawa, Oct, 18.—The total trade of 


Canada for the first half of the cur- 
rent fiscal year has been $304,390,088, 
an incrase of $43,221,436, or abouts 17 
per cent as compared with the corre- 
sponding «ix months of 1908. The iti- 
ports, exclusive of coin ard (bullion, 
have totalled $172,373,148, an increase 
of $36,747,831, or over 20 per cent. The 
increase in the customs revénue has 
been $5,827,658. 


The totel exports of domestic pro- 
du for the half year has been $120, 
484,235, an increase of $10,375,204, Ex- 


porte of foreign products have totalled 
$9,781,371, an increase of $1,683,464. 
Last year during the «ix months from 
April to September inclusive Canada 
imported coin and bullien to the value 
of $5,816,437. This year for the same 
period the aniount. was only $827,284.

Nearly 200,000 /.cres to be Disposed of 
This Week at Sales to Be Held at 
Lacombe, Stettler and Edmon- 
ton—Edmonton Sale is Set for 
October 26th.

Three important sales Mf kchool 
lands are to be held in the province 
within the coming week. The first, 
consist'ng of 300 quarter sections, is 
to he eondueted at Lacombe on Wed 
nesday, October 20th; the second, 
consisting of 250 quurters, at Stettler 
on Friday, October 22nd, and the 
third, consisting of about 500 quar- 
ters, at Edmonton on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 26th. 

W. M, Ingram, of Winnipeg, com- 
missioner of school lands, and W. T. 
Rollins, of the School’ Lands Depart 
ment at Ottawa, are registered at the 
Windsor Hotel today. Mr, Ingram 
is making arrangements for the sale 
here and will leave this afternoon to 
attend the sales at the two towns to 
the south, 

Disposal of Monep. 

“These sales of school lands are 
héld periodically over the western 

rovinces,”” said Mr. Ingram to the 

ulletin this morning.’ “ Big sales 
were held at Lloydminster and Leth- 
bridge last July and arrangements 
ave now being made for six large 
sales in Manitoba in November, and 
at fully a dozen places in Gaskatche 
wan next June. The money coming 
into the department from these sales 
forms a fund which draws three per 
cent. interest. This interest is what 
forms the annual publie schoo! grant 
from the Dominion government. The 
nature of the sales, however, is such 
that the purchaser pays one-tenth 
down and the balance, with interest 
at five per cent., is spread over a 
period of ten years. This means that 
an avertge of four per cent. on the 
revenue from sehoo!] lands is actually 
paid to the. provinces in the way of 
a Dominjon grant for school purposrs 

Alberta, Gets Large Revenue. 

Asked as to the position of Alberta 
in regard to the school lands, Mr. 
Ingram said that this province is 
receiving the Jargest revenue from 
the schoo] lands’ fund. Previous to 
last July the province received $50,- 
000, but since the $1,500,000 sale at 
Lethbridge, when 135,000 acres were 
disposed of, the revenue to the schools 
of the province has been about $100,- 
000. At present there was Some §2, 
500,000 in the fund from which the 
province of Alberta is drawing in- 
terest for school purposes 

Mr. Ingram declined to be quoted 
as saying anything in regard to the 
proposed scheme of the ministers of 
education of the three western pro 
vinees to get control of the school 
lands, but said that with two quarter 
sections in every township there still 
remains about 5,000,000 acres in Al- 
berta to be disposed of. 

Tugerculosis Institute Openjng. .

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C.P.R. OFFICIALS 


City and the Company Discussed a 
Number of Points of Agree- 
ment This Forenoon. 


A two hours conference this fore- 
noon between Mayor Lee, Alderman 
Gariepy and City Solicitor Bown, 
representing the city of Edmonton, 
and F. W. Peters and Solicitor A. %, 
Bond, of the C.P.R., resulted in the 
clearing up of a number Of the un- 
decided questions in the C.P.R. agree- 
ment and in getting it in shape for 
consideration by the city council this 
evening in the form of a by-law which 
it is hoped to provisionally pass, 
Strathcona has not yet given an an- 
swer on what that city will contri- 
bute and Edmonton’s portion of the 
cost lias not yet been ascertained. 

There were only three matters of 
importance discussed. The first was 
whether tt would not be advisable to 
divide the agreement into two by-laws 
vne providing for the cost of the 
traffic section of the high level bridge 
and the other for the entrance of the 
railway into the city. The C.P-R. 
wish to have the two by-laws separ- 
ate but the city will not consent and 
the agreement must be submitted ‘n 
its entirety. 

The second question considered was 
thet of the cost of maintenance and 
this was settled by the insertion of a 
clause satisfactory to both parties. 

The third matter was as to the 
sharing of the cities in any reduction 
of the total estimated cost. To this 
Mr. Peters previously agreed to but 
today the solicitor for the C.P.R. 
raised a protest and the question was 
left oyer till this evening when some 
decisién will be reached. 


Dividing Agreement Into Twa. 


Upon meeting the conference at 
first discussed the dividing of the 
agreement into two parts. It was 


pointed out that if the ratepayers, °s 
the agreement now stands, desired to 
turn down the vote to the bridge it 
would mean that the entrance portion 
of the agreement would be also shat- 
tered and all negotiations would have 
io be begun over again. 

Mr. Peters suggested the bridge by- 
law which required a ratification by 
the ratepayers for the grant of the 
money might be worked out by giv- 
ing extracts from the entrance por- 
tions such as the clause for the’ pay- 
ment of the diffcrencé between the 
60 foot and the 80 foot subsidy, a sum 
estimated at $5,000, 

Mayor Lee expressed the opinion 
that it might be possible that the C. 
P.R. entrance question would be in 
greater fear of defeat than the ques- 
tion of the bridge. He thought, how- 
ever, that both would be carried by 
the ratepayers, 

Mr. Peters could not understand 
how the citizens would think of de- 
feating the entrance by-law after the 
company had spent so much money 
in right of way which was of great 
benefit to the city in bringing money 
to the city. 

Atter some further discussion tae 
representatives of the city expressed 
themselves as being in favor of sub- 


nltting the entire question under 
one by-law and this decision pre- 
vailed, 


Question of Maintenance. 

The question of maintenance of the 
bridge was next discussed and a 
clause providing for such mainten- 
ance was inserted. 

The cities will maintain their own 
part of the ‘bridge, and the C.P.R. 
theirs. If any accident should oceur 
by reason of negligence of either 
party the one responsible shall com- 
pensate the others to the amount of 
the damage. With reference to the 
part of the bridge common to the 
railway and traffic section the cost 
of maintenance shall be in the por- 
portion of the amount paid by the 
city to the total cost of the ridge. 

Plans of Crossings. 

‘Mr. Peters submitted the plans ot 
the overhead bridges on Victoria and 
McKay avenues, and of the subway 
on Jasper avenue, The plans provide 
for two 20-foot roadways and two 20- 
foot sidewalks. These plans will be 
examined ‘by the city engineers and 
will be gone into further by the *. 
P.R. engineer who is expected to jar- 
rive here tomorrow, 

The money already voted towards 
the cost of the traffic section, $42,500 
by Edmonton and $17,509 by Strath- 
cona ,was referred to and it was jn- 
timated that the Edmonton by-law 
which provides for five per cent In- 
terest on these debentures shall be 
replaced as debentures are now J+ 
sued at four and one-half per cent. 

Benefit From Reduction of Cost. 

Mayor Lee pointed out trat the total 
cost was about $1,400,000, ‘‘Now,” he 
continued, “the bridge might really 
cost $100,000 less.

Ottawa, Oct. 18.—In tne annual re- 
port of the department of pubiic 
works, the deputy minister, J. B. 
Hunter, calls attention to the neces- 
sity of the construction of more and 
larger docks to keep pace with the in- 
crease in the Canadian jake marine, 
He notes that the first company to 
take advantage of the act passed by 
providing for a @rbsidy of three per 
cent up to $45,000 per annum for 
twenty years, on dry docks built in 
Canada, was the Vancouver Drydock 
aid Shipbuilding company, which en- 
tered into an agreement with the de- 
partment last summer for tne con- 
struction of a floating dock in Van- 


couver harbor, capable of handling 
vessels up to a tonnage of eleven 
thouaand. 

Two other applications for sub- 


sidies are at present uncer consider- 
ation by the department, one ‘rom 
the Sault Ste. Marie Drydeck and 
Shipping company, for the construc- 
tion of a yravidg dock, ship building, 
and repair plant at the Soo, and tne 
other from the Thunder Bay wry- 
dock and Shipbuilding company tor 
the erection of a floating dock «a: 
Port Arthur. 
To Lease Kingston Orydock. 

It is also proposed to meet the 
needs of the Canadian’ marine on the 
upper St. Lawrence and on Lake On- 
tario by leasing the Kingston dry- 
dock to a private company which is 
prepared to establish a suitable te- 
pair plant capable of taking care “f 
the largest, vessels that can be ac- 
commodated at the aock. The an- 
nouncement of the lease wil! be made 
in a few days. 

During the last year the works of 
the harbor and river improvements, 
exclusive of dredging, were carried 
on at 759 points of twe Dominion. 
Mr. Hunter states that the depart- 
ment is bringing its energies s0 a8 to 
improve Canadian harbors on jhe 
great lakes for the Canadian route 
for exports from the west to the s@a- 
board, and will eventualiy be able 
to control the whole traffic. 
Development of Shipping Business. 

He notes that for the storage and 
handling of the Western crops during 
the 1908 season interior and terminal 
elevators had a total capacity of 68,- 


635,700 bushels. The shipments of 
grain by vessel from Fort William 


and Port Arthur inereased from 24,- 
444,645 in 1906 to 47,743,336 bushels on 
1908 and the all rail shipments show- 
ed a still more remarkable increase, 
viz; from 2,628,693 ‘bushels in 1905 ‘to 
14,364,177 in 1908, The harbors on 
the Georgian Bay have now a com- 
bined blevator capacity of 7,479,000 
bushels of which 4,000,000 are at Mid- 
land and Tiffin. Both the above men- 
tioned harbors are being developed on 
accordance with a comprehensive 
plan to a depth of swenty-five feet, 

With respect to the proposed new 
departmental buildings,in Ottawa the 
report states that the chief engineer 
has now almost completed plans and 
specifications for a new departmental 
block facing on Major Halls Park, 
The new structure wil! afford accom- 
modation for all the services now 
scattered in rented buildings through- 
out the capital. The new building 
will be six stories in height, 667 1cet 
in length and 190 in depth and will 
be architecturaliy equal to any of the 
other government buildings on Par- 
liament Hill.

William Jennings Bryan, Eloquen 
an Sincere, a Defender of Re- 


ligion and Creed. 


With the eloquence that has given 
him his enviable position ainong the 
public speakers of the world, Wil- 
liam Jemings Bryon, the leader of 
se Democratic party in the United 

ates, last uight in the Thistl. 
delivered a sermon aimed at pa m4 
of religion aml creeds. Perhaps there 
were few in the gerat audience that 
filled the rink to its capacity who 
attended expecting to hear a sermon. 
Mr. Bryan called his Prince of Peace 
a ‘lecture and proceeded to deliver it 
with such « masterful control of 
language, absolute ease and deep feel- 
ing that his hearers for nearly 


hour and a half listened to the oft 
heard sermon on Creation, but put 


forth with all the skill of a@ fini 

y a 
orator in every sence of the word, oot 
bp the deep sincerety of the min« 
s . 


As the speaker warmed to his sub- 
ect the politician was forgotten in 
the minister. Bryan more resembles 
the accepted description of the 
reacher than that of the politician 
ut in winning the hearts of his 
hearers last night he argued insistent. 
jy as he has always argued at great 
political gatherings where he hag 
tried to gain converts to his views on 
the various problems of government. 
Scarce had the great Commoner 
stepped ‘before his audience than 
something seemed to explain his hold 
on the people of his country. His 
smile makes his rather long serious 
faec entirely change. There is torce 
of character in every line, and his 
massive brow shows the deep thinker 
and close student. Bryan was her- 
alded as an orator, a studied orator 
with all the niceties of delivery and 
enunceation, But he is something 
more—a personality. Even if he wera 
not such a finished speaker he would 
still be most entertaining. 
No Apology for Religious Theme. 
Mr. Bryan made no apology for 
speaking on a religious theme, He 
said that while his time and thought 
had been given to the problems of 
government and would still be given 
to that subject, and white ne made 
numerous political speeches and 
would continue to do so, he preferred 
making a religious speech. In polities 
it was nesessary to convine? a ma- 
jority of the people to think as you 
think in order that your ideas might 
be curried into practice, and he naive- 
iy added, it was astonishing how 4i- 
cult this task appeared to be; but 
in religion if you could impress onc 
heart and life with a higher aim the 
speech was a success, e hoped w 
be able to help some one to a stronget 
fuith in God by his words as he de 
livered the address ot the evening. 
The lecturer then plunged right in. 
to his subject.and as he Isid th 
foundation for his faith in very be 
ginnings of Bible history one could 
not help realizing the strength and 
virility of the man himself. In spit 
of years of strenuous political life te 
stood before the audience as a eham. 
pion of Christian faith and was u 
ing his charms of oratory to strengtl 


en the faith of his audience, It did 
not seem a stepping aside for on 
moment from his life’s work, but 


rather one felt it to be the real eon 
viction of the orator that this wae 
part of his life ag well as the other 
which had occupied so much of his 
time and attention. There he stood, 
the very ideal of a public speaker, 
Cool, collected, always master of him. 
self and his audience; with the very 
simplest of language the very choicest 
of words that the youngest listener 
could understand; illustrations apt 
and frequent the quiet humor flash. 
ing out once in a while to give re- 
lief to the tension of the moment; 
the persistent logic convincing mén 
in spite of themselves, and above all 
the steady, clear faith in God and 
in the Christ about whom he was 
speaking. For almost an hour and a 
half Mr. Bryan held his audience in 
close attention and the applause and 
murmurs of approval were frequent. 
One could almost imagine that— 
strange sound in theatre or rink— 
an occasional “Amen” would come 
from some deeply moved listener. 
Must Be Present to Understand, 
One needed to be present to sea 
the strong face, with its gentle play 
of eyes and mouth, and to see the 
quiet simple gesture which emphasiz- 
ed the truth that was being given to 
the audience; or to hear the tones uf 
the voice that also carried emphasis 
of the words spoken. Atter dealing 
with the theories of creation and say- 
ing that no theory which did not go 
back to the great Creator as the pri- 
mul force could be necepted, Mr. 
Bryan went on to deal with the mys- 


teries and miiacles of human © life, 
And here his illustrations were par- 
ticularly apt. The growth of the 


wheat kernal, the change of the wat- 
ermelon seed into the ripened fruit 
with ite different parts and colors, 
and then the change of life whieh 
comes from a trust in God were well 
used to show that mystery and marvel 
should not shatter faith in the Bu- 
preme Being.

San Antonio, Texas, October 16.—

Taft in a talk at Del Rio, Texas, this 
morning, with a crowd of several 
thousand women around him, “and 
they ought to rule in my family as 
in others.

Demonstration Expected,

SPANISH SENATE SENSATION 


Senator Is Charged With Attempting 
to Burn Jesuit College. 


Medrid, Oct. 17.—A sensation has 
been caused here by the flinilg of a 
complaint with the senate signed by 
the Captain-general of Catalonia, ask- 
ing for the prosecution of a republi- 
ean senator, Senor Soly Ortega, who 
is charged with attempting to burn 
the Jesuit College at Barcelona dur- 
ing the July riots. 

The Republicans in the Senate who 
were responsible for the turbulent 
scenes Saturday were led by Senators 


Diaz and Moren, who declared that 
the manifestations abroad were not 
directed against Spain as a nation 


‘but against the attitude of the govern- 
ment which should resign. The or- 
eign*minister, Senor Allen de Salaz- 
er, repudiated the impression abroad 
that Spein connticts men tor holding 
cfttain ideas, He insisted that  pa- 
triotism imposes duties, especially 
against anarchy. Senor Moren arose 
und shook his fist in the minister's 
face saying ‘The real anarchists are 
the ministers.” 

The foreign minister agreed to sub- 
mit to the chamber the offieia des- 
patches regarding the manifestation 
in other countries. During the after- 
noon in the chamber of deputies ..< 
republicans demanded an explanation 
ot events at Barcelona, the meaning 
of the manifestations abroad, and the 
sudmission of the documents in the 
Ferrer case. Senor Maura, the pre- 
mier, retorted that the government 
was concentrating his attention on 
Barcelona, where the laws would be 
continued to be applied. 8o far as 
the manifestations abroad were ¢con- 
cerned, Senor Maura declared, they 
were inspired by the same element 
that has caused the outbreaks in 
Barcelona and by ignorance of the 
Spanish laws. He promised to sub- 
mit the Ferrer papers. 

The republican deputies have asked 
public meeting in protest against the 
execution ef Ferrer. If their request 
is refused they predict violene ewill 
follow.

The secretary treasurer's report was 
read by Secretary Hall. The report 
showed total collections amounting 
to $1,268.48; total expenditures of 
$901.50, leaving a balance of $364.98. 
Fresident Griesbach in the report of 
the Canadian Union convention stat- 
ed that some advantages would ac- 
crue in joining the Canadian union, 
but that the Alberta union wag 0! 
more importance. 

R. G. Davidson, fire chief of «ud- 
monton, sent his paper on ‘The msat 
economical fire protection for villages 
and towns, whieh was read by Secre- 
tary Hall, The village eqipment, ne 
suid, should be two chemical engines; 
a hook and ladder wagon, portable

A good deal of discussion was pro- 
voked on “Municipal Ownership of 
Public Utilities,” by Mayor Jameson 
of Calgary.

The three former should be operated 
as absolute necessities and given to 
cen without regard to cost or pro- 
it. 

Hon. W. H. Cushing being present, 
was called on, and remarked in re- 
gard to municipal ownership. that 
there was offer mismanagem@nt in 
municipal affairs, bat the same was 
true in the management of corpor- 
ations, The former was made public 
while the latter was not, but the pub- 
lie had to pay for the mistakes made 
in both cases, He advised the eon- 
vention-to have more discussion 9n 
rural municipal problems. The plac» 
of the newspapers and hinderances 
in work of couneils wes spoken of 
riko. 

This the were 
taken for a drive around the city and 
were greatl?saurprised at the eviden- 
ces of municipal improvements and 
the growth of the city, The morning 
session was devoted largely to a dis- 
cussion of the paper by Prof. kK. Muir 
Edwards ,of Alberta University, on

He mentioned the claims made for 
septic tanks but said they did not 
stand the test of experience although 
the systyn was often efficient and 
economical as a preliminary treat- 
ment. A. Knechell gave an illustrat- 
ed lecture on “The forest of Canada” 
at last night’s sessgn. 

_In the afternoon the proposed 
ties Bill” of the provincial govern- 
ment was under discussion, In order 
to discuss it the convention went info 
committee of the whole with Mr, 
Gaetz, of Red Deer, in the chair. He 
stated that the act followed very 
largely the Edmonton charter as 4 
model. The act seems to pre-su)- 
pose the organization of a municipal 
department of the local government, 
Debates followed over questions f 
considering other ti mgs besides popu- 
sation in granting city charters and 
the opinion favorea this being so. 
The idea of giving cities power .0 
al«lish the established ward sys- 
tims was also approved. The reduc- 
ten of the number of Aldermen was 
favored, twelve being considered a 
mi ximurm, Hearty approval was 
even the clause providing that ald- 
ermen must be British subjects and to 
the clause providing that the mayor 
be an ex-ofticios justice of the peace.

In the Northwest provinces, where 
the bulk of the field grain is produc 
ed, the averages of quality are unl 


formly high Compared with last 
year, spring wheat in Man toba is 
87.28 to 81 per cent. of standard, 
oats 86.07 to 73, and barley 8.39 to 
68. In Saskatchewan, wheat is 2.9 
to 61, oats 94.01 to 67 and barley 91.23

MORTALITY !N HOG LITTERS. 


A question which concerns the hog 
industry in Alberta, as how the num- 
ber of hogs in the provinces compares 
this vear with a year ago U 

W. FPF. Stevens, live stock commis- 
sidnet was asked as to this, replied 
that there was a substantial increase 
but that the increase fell far short 
of expectations because of the high 
rate of mortality among young pigs, 

“As to the canse of this,” said Mr. 
Stevens, “there is no doubt that it 
is partly due to the lateness of spring 
as 4 great many farmers aim to havi 
sows darrow during the latter part of 
April. It will be remembered that 
the ground was still covered with 
snow and the weather remained cold 
in the month of April in a large por- 
tion of the swine breeding districts, 
with the result that the sows did not 
get the amunt of exereise, which 15 
necessary i order to secure vigor !n 
offspring. Besides farmers are not 
equipped as yet to take care of pigs 
farrowed during cold weather. ’ 

“Would you attribute the mortality 
of pigs to lack of exercise or is (hat 
just one of the causes?” 

“That may be the principal cause, 
but there are others. Among thei 
may be mentioned a ration consisting 
exclusively of grain particularly 
wheat and barley. I am inclined to 
think that if more alfalfa were grown 
and fed to brood sows during the win- 
ter months the difficulty would be 
largely overcome, I find that the prin-

Cobb has got a lot before 
him, and he should be even better than 
he is now. A man keeps on improving 
till he gets to his prime, and Cobb has 
several years to live before reaching his 
prime.”
